And now for something completely different. 

On Friday, March 11, at the end of another busy week 
handling the town’s business, a call came into the Select 
Board’s office from a concerned citizen reporting what 
they believed was illegal shell fishing in Hiller Cove off 
Aucoot Road. 

As he prepared to leave Town Hall for the 
weekend, Town Administrator Mike Lorenco took the call 
and decided to head to the location to handle the matter. 

Coincidentally, Harbormaster Jamie McIntosh 
was also at Town Hall, as was Shellfish Officer Kathy 
Massey. The trio headed out to stop the unpermitted 
activity — so they thought. 

Upon arriving, they spotted the kayaker just off 
shore but heading in. Asked if he was shell fishing, Kyle 
Kossak of Newport, Rhode Island, explained what he was 
up to. Kossak was cleaning the shoreline of trash. 

“He stuck out like a sore thumb,” McIntosh 
quipped, “... but he was doing something good for the 
town.” McIntosh said that he, Massey and Lorenco were 
all equally astonished to find a private citizen, not only 
from another town but from another state, caring enough 
to clean up the shoreline in Mattapoisett. “We were in 
shock!” 

Kossak said about once a week he drives to a 
location, unloads his kayak and sets out to explore the 
area and collect trash, “I’ve been doing it for about six 
or seven years,” he said. While he is not professionally 
involved in environmental issues of the day, Kossak said 
his girlfriend was an oceanographer. “So I hear a lot about 
environmental things.” 

Kossak is a mechanical engineer, a University of 
Rhode Island graduate, currently employed by a company 
engaged in Naval contracts. 

“This isn’t something you see every day,” said

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Debra Cohen’s 20-pound “Archie” took place on 
December 12, 2021. Archie was attacked by Finley, causing 
several bite wounds that required medical treatment. 

The incident was reported to Animal Control 
Officer Susan Connor and followed up with a letter from 
Cohen to the Select Board on January 3 expressing her 
concerns. 

Hibbert did not deny that the attack had taken 
place, instead he offered a psychological report from a 
veterinarian that stated Cohen’s dog was a trigger for 
aggressive behavior by Finley. Hibbert asserted that his 
dog is not violent, saying, “You can come in my house.” 

Cohen said that she had not seen Finley outside 
the home since the incident and was not advocating that 
the animal be destroyed, but she feared Finley’s hurling 
herself against the windows whenever she walked by 
with Archie might result in the animal getting loose. 

Hibbert stated, “That day was an accident, the 
dog is always in the house.” But on the day in question, 
the Hibbert family was all outside the home and Finley 
was able to run out an open back door and into the street 
where Cohen was passing. “Archie is a trigger for her,” 
Hibbert repeated several times. He went on to say his dog 
is in constant pain, receiving several different types of 
medication and probably is at the end of her life. He said 
he was willing to keep her in the house and pleaded, “The 
dog is not dangerous, she hasn’t bitten before, it would be 
wrong to put her down.” 

Hibbert said that he immediately went to the aid 
of Cohen and her dog, paid for emergency medical care 
and has apologized profusely. Cohen said she didn’t feel 
safe in her neighborhood. 

Town Counsel Jon Witten said the Select Board 
had to decide if the dog was simply a nuisance or a 
dangerous dog. If they found Finley fell into the latter 
category, there was a number of measures they could 
impose upon Hibbert. 

After reviewing a variety of conditions from 
muzzling to leashing to restraining the animal in a 
humane manner, the board elected to require an interior, 
dog-proof doorway barrier, an exterior enclosure, and 
monitoring by the dog officer. In legal parlance, the dog

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will be “confined to the keeper of the dog.” If Hibbert fails 
to meet the conditions set out by the board, fines of up to 
$300 per day may be imposed. 

In other business, Matt Zuker of Zuker 
Development met with the board to informally discuss 
a revised plan to construct 48 units consisting of 36 
detached homes and 12 townhouses on property located 
at 78 Wareham Road. 

Zuker acknowledged that earlier attempts to get a 
zoning bylaw change through Town Meeting that would 
allow the cluster development failed and that his team 
could have done better. Now he said they were ready 
to try again. A Planning Board meeting is scheduled for 
Monday, March 21. 

Part of Zuker’s presentation included drawings 
of the proposed homes’ aesthetics as coastal cottages 
in keeping with the town’s image, but the bigger news 
was an agreement crafted with the assistance of Town 
Administrator Jay McGrail that would benefit the 
community’s water and sewer systems. 

Several critical areas of proposed assistance that 
Zuker would lend to the town include: 1) payment of up 
to $1,265,630 to the town for the removal of extraneous 
infiltration and inflow (I/I); 2) payment of $123,000 to 
the town to contribute to the design and construction of a 
project to replace the existing Creek Road pump station; 
3) payment of $37,000 to the town to perform a force main 
condition assessment to assess the pipeline integrity and 
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determine the sed ise future actions for the Creek Road —- 


and Front Street pump station force main; 4) design and 
installation of anew sewer pump station and sewer mains 
along Wareham Road to connect to the existing 10-inch

Sewer Infrastructure an Abiding Challenge 
Marion Finance Committee

The Marion Finance Committee held its final 
department interview for the FY23 budget season on 
March 9, taking on the Department of Public Works. 

The DPW covers a lot of ground between water, 
sewer and highway, but Director Nathaniel Munafo’s 
more complex challenges come on the sewer side, where 
projects large and small add up in a town with an aging 
infrastructure and plans for dramatic residential growth. 

One of the more subtle issues is the future of 
sewer among approximately 450 homes in the town’s 
sewer-user area that have grinder pumps. The homes are 
located in three specific locations off Converse, Dexter 
Beach and North Marion and are dealing with failing 
grinder pumps that were installed during a time when 
Munafo says that gravity pumps were more expensive. 

Residential pump repair will see a proposed 
increase from $60,000 budgeted for FY22 to $80,000 for 
FY23. The town is responsible for the maintenance of 
grinder pumps, which are largely outdated and at this 
point more cost effective to replace rather than repair. 

FinCom Chairman Shay Assad asked how many 
pumps fail on an annual basis. Munafo estimates between 
40 and 50 fail per year. In FY21, reported Munafo, the 
$60,000 pump-repair line item was overspent by $9,228.

A grinder-pump core costs approximately $3,000, 
but a full installation costs between $8,000 and $10,000, 
according to Munafo.

Munafo proposes $60,000 in FY23 sewer 
testing, a $14,000 or 30 percent increase over the $46,000 
budgeted for FY22. Additional testing, he said, is tied to 
administrative orders to test for nitrogen after the lagoon 
project is wrapped up in May. Testing in the lagoon will 
increase from a quarterly to a monthly basis. 

“It’s very complicated, a lot of hard work goes 
into what is being done up there,” said committee 
member Fred Mock, who spoke about birdwatching with

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“That’s how we came up with this number for 
FY23, to at least match what we’re doing right now,” said 
Munafo. 

Select Board member John Waterman said the 
town is trying to come up with a policy that will get the 
town out from under an increasing cost. 


Matt’s Blackboard 
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Munafo’s PowerPoint presentation on the 
Water Division budget included current FY22 spending 
at $6,160.20 and counting, almost all of which was 
earmarked for Truck No. 12. A capital request to replace 
that truck could take over a year to be realized, according 
to the report. 

Alternate committee member Ann M. Iannuzzi 
was impressed with the amount of information that DPW 
employee Becky Tilden shared in the process. 

Proposed water-system repairs include: an 
increase from $20,000 budgeted for FY22 to $50,000 for 
FY23. Munafo explained it as a net reduction of $35,000 
because the increase takes the place of a $50,000 Hydrant 
Replacement capital item, while $15,000 was taken out of 
Well Exploration to help offset the line item. 

McGrail opened the meeting by summarizing 
revised budget information including lower-debt 
numbers from Bristol Aggie. He also noted that the Tri- 
Towns came to an agreement to support Old Rochester 
Regional High School’s outdoor-track repair project. A 
$125,000 assessment has been added to Marion’s budget 
proposal to reflect that, and McGrail said the town was 
only tweaks away from achieving a balanced budget 
“fully loaded” and getting ready to present as the final 
budget. 

The Finance Committee was scheduled to meet 
on Wednesday to discuss its FY23 budget overview and 
make recommendations to the Select Board. The next 
meeting of the committee has not been scheduled. 


Complex FY 23 School Budgets Reviewed 
Mattapoisett Finance Committee

Coming before a joint meeting of the Mattapoisett 

Select Board and Finance Committee on March 10 were 
Old Rochester Regional Superintendent of Schools 
Mike Nelson and Howard Barber, ORR’s assistant 
superintendent of Finance and Operations, to review the 
FY23 school budgets. 


For the layperson, the complexities, the numerous 


moving parts of the process used to create a school 
budget, can be mind-numbing. 
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to get small scabs over their body. Treatment 
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In an effort to bring clarity and transparency 
to the process, Barber and Nelson gave an in-depth 
PowerPoint presentation followed by questions. 

Transparency has been a keystone of the current 
administration’s financial planning, including work 
with the Tri-Town administrators and financial teams to 
thoroughly vet not only the process but the bottom lines. 

That is not to say it has been easy. The amount 
of support the state will be providing has not yet been 
cemented or fully disclosed to cities and towns, leaving 
school administrations to make their best guess. Suffice to 
say, schools are funded by the taxpayers both at the local 
and state levels. 

From Barber’s presentation, the Select Board 
and Finance Committee learned that Mattapoisett’s 
local schools, Center and Old Hammondtown, show an 
increased enrollment of 28 students for a total of 424 for 
FY23. Local school assessment is pegged at $8,039,560 for 
the upcoming fiscal year. ORR’s assessment is planned at 
$6,353,695. 

Another moving part is a line item titled 
“Foundation Budget,” a calculation that includes 
multiplying the number of students in 14 enrollment 
categories by cost rates in 11 areas. From the 
Massachusetts Association of School Committees, we 
find the following regarding foundation budgets: “While 
allocations within the district budget are under the purview 
of the school committee, there is a statewide system of school 
funding that underlies the entire system. This 1s called the 
‘foundation budget,’ as it establishes a foundation level of 
funding for each school district.” 

That figure for Mattapoisett local schools stands 
at $4,913,934 and Chapter 70 state aid at $980,381. ORR’s 
foundation budget is $12,541,084 with state aid via 
Chapter 70 at $3,384,440. In a follow-up, Barber explained 
it this way: “The Foundation Budget is the required net 
school spending (NSS) to be budgeted per the state for 
the school department. It includes the Chapter 70 aid 
from the state and the minimum local aid required by 
the town/city.” He also pointed out, “The total Proposed 
Budget for ORRSD ... is $20,845,272.” 

Regarding capital needs and the development 
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of a Capital Stabilization Fund, the draft budget shows 
Mattapoisett’s contribution to this fund at $152,567. When 
questioned by the Select Board on the price tag that the 
Tri-Towns are expected to pay into the fund, Barber said 
this is just for the repairs to the high school track, not the 
amount that will be requested annually. In the follow-up 
he said, “The current capital assessment in the operating 
budget for track is $152,567 for Mattapoisett. There is not 
a specified amount determined yet for future cycles to 
build into the Capital Stabilization account...” 

Nelson and Barber were also asked for the current 
OPEB liability figure. In the follow-up, Barber stated, “As 
of June 30, 2021,) the total OPEB liability is $24,802,731 
with a current net liability of $24,691,449. Total assets 
included in the plan as of (June 30, 2021) are $111,282.” 

Later in the meeting, the Select Board carried 
on with working sessions with department heads for 
the FY23 budget, meeting with members of the Board of 
Health and Mattapoisett Police Chief Jason King. 

From Board of Health Chairman Carmelo 
Nicolosi, the board heard that the company which has 
purchased ABC Disposal will honor existing contracts 
without modifications. 

Select Board Chairman Jordon Collyer asked 
how the Transfer Station, an enterprise fund that has 
needed financial support since its inception, is doing. 
Nicolosi said that receipts for every transaction are now 
mandated and that two new recycling programs have 
begun, one that accepts textiles including rugs and carpets 
and another for mattresses. He also noted that they are 
working with the researchers from the Collins Institute 
who is studying the operation to assist the town in 
making it more financially viable. 

Collyer also asked about the possible creation of 
a “Dump Store” where people could shop for materials 
or swap items. Nicolosi said they were looking into that 
as well. BOH agent Gail Joseph said that up to a half 
ton of material can be removed from the waste stream 
this way. The FY23 budget for Transfer station expenses 
shows SEMASS at $212,000, rubbish collection $314,586, 
recycling $187,752 and landfill monitoring $11,500. 

King reported that the Police Department has 
17 full-time patrol officers and 3 part-time staff. He said 
that seven officers are ready to make the next step in 
their contracts with 2-percent pay increases. King also 
commented that the number of ambulance calls has 
dramatically risen. 

In the category of what could help offset 
expenses, King said in the future, he hopes to have a plan 
to place solar arrays over the parking lot of the police 
station that are now in a design phase. 

Regarding capital needs, King said he is 
requesting $50,000 for tasers, equipment the staff 
currently does not have, a police cruiser for $55,000, 
$110,000 for parking lot repaving, $25,000 to upgrade the 
department’s telephone system, $50,000 for a new radio 
system and $25,000 for a new police motorcycle.

fees for various programs. Another area Collyer said he 
wanted to explore is more adult offerings. “We need to do 
a gap analysis to find the blind spots in programming,” he 
said. 

Fox said part of the problem with expansion 
planning is the fact that the Recreation Department 
does not have a building.

She said all 
outreach pathways to encourage applicants are being 
used but are not very effective. She said only two 
lifeguards confirmed they are returning.

Driveway, Parking Get Green Lights 
Marion Conservation Commission 
By Mick Colageo 

Both applicant Christopher Kuppens and the 
Kittansett Club came away from public hearings with 
the March 9 Marion Conservation Commission able to 
proceed with their plans. 

The commission voted to issue an Order of 
Conditions to Kuppens for his Notice of Intent to 
construct a driveway, install utilities and perform site 
grading within the buffer zone to a vegetated wetland at 
Deer Run. Commission members conducted a site visit on 
March 5. 

Project representative Brady Grady of G.A.F. 
Engineering explained while sharing his computer screen 
displaying site-plan images that the jurisdictional work 
for the project is the driveway, the utility installation and 
associated grading to access the site. 

A cul-de-sac at the end of Deer Run accesses an 
existing pathway that will be substantially eclipsed by the 
driveway that will run to a house to be located at the rear 
of the lot in an upland area. 

Walsh said that the wetlands flags that were 
delineated by Brad Holmes were in a report received by 
the commission. Conservation Agent Doug Guey-Lee 
said he reviewed the flags and was comfortable with the 
soil information. Walsh said there will be no work on the 
erosion side of the erosion-control barrier. 

Vice Chair Jeff Doubrava, who was not able to 
make the official site visit but walked the site on the 
day of the public hearing, said he had received the soils 
analysis but did not see on the site plan where the soils 
were taken. Grady said that the wetland delineation was 
not indicated on the plan being viewed, but he identified 
the critical area on the site plan and said he can add that 
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information. 

Doubrava also asked about the paved road in the 
southeast portion of the property. Grady identified it as 
a private road with no frontage so the only access to the 
construction site is off Deer Run. 

Doubrava pointed out that the driveway comes 
close to the wetland boundary and the significant distance 
to the abutting house. Grady said the reason the driveway 
is not planned to be placed more east is installations like 
the water surface that must be sunk 5 feet into the ground 
and even the electric and cable 2 feet into the ground 
would sever the roots to the trees on the abutting property 
or straddling the property line. 

“My concern is that we don’t come back 
here in two years’ time and find out that a bulldozer 
inadvertently clear-cut the site,” said Doubrava. 

Grady said he has discussed the matter several 
times with the applicant and made it clear that he cannot 
do any extra work outside the buffer zone without an 
additional filing with the commission. 

ConCom Chairman Shaun Walsh authored a 
special condition that any work in the wetlands and/or 
the buffer zone not specifically authorized in the Order of 
Conditions voted upon by the commission be subject to 
an additional filing with the commission. 

The commission voted the Kittansett Club a 
Negative (Boxes 2 and 3) determination of applicability 
in answer to the RDA application filed by the golf club 
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and Steve Mann, 11 Point Road for the addition of stone 
and loam, seed and/or sod to regrade and maintain the 
existing overflow parking area within land subject to 
coastal storm flowage and the buffer zone to a coastal 
bank. 

The commissioners visited the site on March 
12 and requested and received some spot elevations 
to get the picture on what the site will look like when 
completed, including the proposed parking area. 

The existing overflow parking area is within the 
100-foot buffer zone. Proposed minor grading is intended 
to mitigate puddling that traditionally occurs after rain. 

Two continued public hearings were opened only 
to be continued at the applicant’s request. 

John and Pamela Lees’ NOI for reconstruction 
of a single-family house, an inground swimming pool, 
along with repair of a seawall with associated work at 49 
Water Street was continued to the commission’s March 
23 public meeting, and the NOI filed by the Marion Trust 
#1, Michael Craffey trustee, to repair an existing seawall 
and pier and remove invasive phragmites at 522 Point 
Road was continued to the commission’s April 13 public 
meeting. 

Requested for comment to the Zoning Board of 
Appeals regarding Heron Cove Estates waiver requests, 
Walsh said the project is proposed in the “highest and 
driest” part of the property, away from any resource areas 
jurisdictional to the commission. Based on an ANRAD 
filed in the past, Doubrava said there have been several 
iterations of the proposed development and wanted to be 
certain that none of the lots in the current proposal are not 
in jurisdictional areas. 

In other business, the commission voted to 
approve a three-year extension to the Piney Point Beach 
Club’s order of conditions that for the past three years 
has allowed beach nourishment and work around the 
clubhouse. 

The commission received notice from Eversource 
that herbicides will be spread along the company’s 
major power lines that run from Washburn Park to 
the intersection of Point and Delano roads and to the 
Wareham town line. 

The next meeting of the Marion Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for Wednesday, March 23, at 
7:00 pm.

$55,000 police cruiser; and 12) $50,000 Fire Department 
inspector’s vehicle. The list totals $879,151 against an 
available $676,000 in free cash as noted by Lorenco. 
Before finalizing the prioritization with a vote, 
McCullough read from a prepared motion that clarified 
the capital spending vote. It read: to accept the priority 
ranking set by Committee members through individual 
ballots covering the identified Town of Mattapoisett 
Capital Needs for FY2023 that are to be funded through 
Free Cash. If the total of the FY2023 Capital Needs 
identified to be funded through Free Cash exceeds the 
available amount of Free Cash, it is understood that 
the Town’s Finance Committee and the Town’s Select 
Board will follow the Committee’s priority ranking and 
advance to Town Meeting only those needs that are able 
to be funded with no impact to operating funds or debt 
exclusion. Further, those FY2023 Capital Needs that 
are not advanced to Town Meeting for lack of available 
funds, will be moved on the Capital Plan to FY2024 for 
reconsideration during the planning for FY2024. The 
Capital Planning process cycle will coincide with the 
Town’s Annual Meeting cycle. Special Town Meeting 
Warrants may include out of cycle recommendations 
from the Capital Planning Committee for Capital 
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Needs deemed by Town Leadership to be quantifiable 
emergencies where the health and safety of residents 
and/or Town staff is at risk. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Capital 
Planning Committee was not set upon adjournment. 


Safety Guides Plumb Corner Progress 
Rochester Planning Board

In appearing before the Rochester Planning Board 
during the latter’s March 8 public meeting, Brian Wallace 
of JC Engineering, Inc. formally requested a judgment of 
“substantial completion” for Units 1, 2, 21, 22, 43 and 44 of 
the Plumb Corner Village housing development. 

“Forty-four is a model home so it’s really five 
units that we’re hoping to gain occupancy for,” he said. 

Wallace referred to an original request date 
of February 16 and a meeting with Field Engineering, 
Rochester’s peer-review consultant, along with the town 
planner, highway surveyor and site foreman. Outstanding 
issues were included in a report that Wallace said JC 
Engineering received on February 28. 

Reading from a prepared statement, Wallace 
outlined actions taken to address the concerns noted 
in the peer-review report including a safety plan to be 
signed off by Fire Chief Scott Weigel and Police Chief 
Robert Small. 

Other issues included: no-parking zone; reflective 
house numbers; a partial as-built plan showing that 
all finished units meet setbacks in the site plan; the 
clubhouse (projected for interior completion by the end of 
May); temporary fencing, a playground, plantings and a 
septic system. 

Town Counsel Blair Bailey told Wallace that 
the day the site opens it has to be compliant under the 
American Disabilities Act (ADA). 

Safety was a major concern of the Planning Board 
as it applies to exposed basins and large machinery on site 
of the overall incomplete development. 

Planning Board Chairman Arnie Johnson asked 
if the fire chief had received the safety plan. To that 
point, Wallace had filed the plan with the town but not 
specifically with the fire chief. Johnson said Weigel needs 
to be in the loop “because his opinion is very critical to 
our decision. ... We don’t have anything from the Fire 
Department at this point.” 

Planning Board member Ben Bailey agreed, 
calling it “enormous oversight” on the part of the 
applicant not to submit its plans to the fire chief. 

Blair Bailey said that any verifiable thing can be a 
contingency on a board vote. He said that theoretically the 
board could vote contingent on the approvals of the fire 
chief, the Board of Health and peer-review consultant Ken 
Motta of Field Engineering. 

In a follow-up call with Town Planner Nancy 
Durfee, it was learned that the board did vote at 
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the conclusion of its March 12 site visit to recognize 
substantial completion contingent on the meeting of 
conditions that were discussed during the March 8 
meeting. The decision, being written by Durfee, will be 
ratified at the board’s March 22 meeting. 

Since the septic system is not complete, Planning 
Board approval would be contingent on Board of Health 
approval. 

The road to establish a “substantial completion” 
judgment formed the main subject of the March 8 regular 
public meeting of the Planning Board. 

In that discussion, Blair Bailey isolated the 
question as to what on Motta’s peer-review list of requests 
needs to be addressed in order to make the requested lots 
resident ready. 

Although Ben Bailey asserted that completion 
of the clubhouse and playground were agreed upon as 
prerequisites for substantial completion of Phase 1, Blair 
Bailey confirmed that the board has the power to release a 
portion of Phase 1, provided the board’s security in doing 
so and in how much surety is being held (slightly over 
$1,500,000 as of March 8). 

High-winds precautions and mitigation plans 
were addressed by Durfee, who also recommended using 
the site map as a place to reiterate assurances of such 
items as staging. She also relayed Motta’s request for a 
schedule of items to be completed. 

“Weather has been really tough on us this year, 
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weather has set us back,” said Wallace, who said there 

are three more foundations left to be installed. Road 
infrastructure, he said, is completely finished relative 

to Phase 1 of the project plans. He stated that Phase 1 
areas should not have any machinery and little left to be 
brought in. “Phase 2 and Phase 3, we’re happy to look 

at that a little more closely and set up more appropriate 
staging areas, but as far as Phase 1 goes, there really isn’t a 
whole lot left ... and that’s why we’re here.” 

Ben Bailey asked about measures to control wind- 
blown dust and suggested a threshold of gusts to trigger 
watering in affected areas. 

Blair Bailey reiterated a request for two distinct 
punch lists, one identifying those items that are 
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contingent on a vote of “substantially complete” so the 
five units can achieve occupancy and the other listing 
the items that Motta’s peer-review requested that are not 
subject to the same timeline. Blair Bailey also reassured 
meeting attendees that the town is doing its best to 
complete the process, albeit with a priority on safety. 

Johnson requested a list of ages of the people who 
are waiting to move into the units in question prior to the 
site visit. He was told he would receive that information. 

The over-55 development does not allow children 
to live there, but it is anticipated that many would-be 
residents are grandparents to children who will visit. 

Wallace told the board that the applicant intends 
to go back before the Conservation Commission with 
additional information. 

In other business, the Planning Board voted 
to approve special permits for Renewable Energy 
Development Partners LLC for its applications for 
installation of a canal-canopy, solar facility and 
groundwater protection. The board’s vetting process 
complete, Durfee was to write the draft decision for the 
board’s consumption at its next meeting. 

In a public hearing briefly opened, Industrial 
Tower and Wireless LLC requested and got a continuance 
to April 12 at 7:00 pm for its Site Plan Review application 
for installation of a 190-foot, monopole, cell-phone tower 
on High Street. The continuance was requested by the 
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applicant in the interests of completing its business 
with Rochester’s Zoning Board of Appeals. Technical 
difficulties with remote access resulted in a pause of the 
meeting that necessitated a repeat of the continuance. 

In her report to the board, Durfee said that it is 
grant season and she has two applications due on March 
18. She said her work with the Southeastern Regional 
Planning and Economic Development District (GRPEDD) 
is crucial in gaining state approval for project funding. 

Durfee also discussed the impending feasibility 
study that it is hoped will determined whether Rochester 
builds a combined facility for police and fire or separate 
facilities. 

“T’d rather take the money we were going to put 
into a feasibility study and put it into (construction),” said 
Johnson, who said he doesn’t believe a feasibility study 
will tell the town’s residents anything they don’t already 
know. 

The board voted its approval in the declaration of 
trust in the Master Plan where it concerns the Village at 
Plumb Cornet. 

Durfee said three candidates have gone onto 
the second level of consideration for the job as board 
administrator. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Planning Board 
is scheduled for Tuesday, March 22, at 7:00 pm. 
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Marina Expansion Unveiled 
Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

The former Leisure Shores Marina has undergone 
massive cleanup and improvements since being 
purchased by Buzzards Bay Management LLC, Ned 
and David Kaiser, sentiments expressed by Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission Chairman Mike King on 
March 14. 

Representing the marina’s Notice of Intent filing 
was David Davignon of Schneider, Davignon and Leone, 
Inc. The proposed changes as detailed by Davignon 
include expansions both north and south of the current 
floating-dock configuration that would add 31 slip 
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spaces, the replacement of a failing boat launch and the 
construction of a wave attenuation called a wave fence. 

Davignon said multiple agencies would be 
involved in a number of permits and approvals from not 
only the local Concom but also Massachusetts Division 
of Marine Fisheries, Natural Heritage, Army Corp of 
Engineers and the Massachusetts Environmental Policy 
Act better known as MEPA. This would be the first of 
several meetings the local commission will be holding 
with the applicants, but sentiments ran high that the 
project would be good for the community. 

King stated of the new slips and transient spaces 
planned, “The town will benefit from the revenue ... it’s 
good to see people investing in Mattapoisett.” 

While a deep dive on the boat ramp did take 
place with Davignon outlining the construction process, 
the only concern expressed by the board was the need 
to ensure there wasn’t a presence of eelgrass in the 
construction zone. Another element touched upon was 
whether the wave fence might create a change in water 
flow that could result in below-surface flow changes. 

King also asked that the applicants get letters 
from the harbormaster and the shellfish officer gathering 
their comments into the mix before issuing an order of 
conditions. The filing was continued to March 28. 

In other business, a Request for Determination of 
Applicability filed by Alan Apperson, 21 River Road, for 
the construction of an addition measuring 12 feet by 14 
feet received a negative determination. 

Certificates of compliance were requested by 
and approved for 122 and 123 Split Road Lane and 23 
Shagbark Circle. 

Two-year extensions were granted to the Town 
of Mattapoisett for Phase 1b of the bike path along 
Good Speed Island and for 4 Appaloosa Way for the 
construction of a single-family home. An amended order 
of conditions was also granted to Farland Corp. for the 4 
Appaloosa Way property.

Conservation Commission is scheduled for Monday, 
March 28, at 6:30 pm. 
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Solar Bylaw Back to Drawing Board Stop in for tasty all occasion doggo biscuits 
Mattapoisett Planning Board

In early 2020, the Mattapoisett Planning Board 
began working on a solar bylaw that would put in 
place regulations on various sized solar arrays. From 
studying solar bylaws in other communities to attending 
conferences on the topic to working with legal teams, 
former Planning Board administrator Mary Crain and 
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pushing forward alone. With each edit, the full board 
would provide comments, but the task of writing the 
bylaw was primarily left with Robbins. 

On March 9, the Planning Board held a public 
discussion to give residents the opportunity to vet the 
latest draft document that had been made available on the 
town’s website for many weeks. 

Upon opening the discussion, it didn’t take long 
before Russell Chase questioned several parts of the text. 
“You shouldn’t be considering kilowatts, you should be 
considering space,” he stated. 

Administrator of Assessing Kathy Costello 
supported Chase’s comment. “He makes a good point 
that limiting the kilowatts doesn’t accomplish anything. 
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It kinds of penalizes a landowner as panels get more 
efficient, and you can produce more in that same amount 
of space. I don’t think there’s a reason to limit kilowatts,” 
she said. 

Robbins said in response that state guidelines had 
been used to draft the bylaw. “The intent was to control 
commercial arrays, not residential.” 

Costello then expressed concern that the latest 
draft was too restrictive and could result in revenue losses 
in the future. Costello has been vocal in her opinion that 
P.I.L.O.T. programs (payments in lieu of property taxes) 
brings new income to the town. She was instrumental 
in securing a Home Rule Petition for Mattapoisett that 
grants the town the authority to negotiate P.I.L.O.T. 
programs with solar developers. The request was passed 
by the legislature in July 2020. 

Costello said, “We need to look at Mattapoisett 
as Mattapoisett and take a hard look at what we are 
planning, not killing possible revenue. Ninety-four 
percent of the town is residential, we need commercial 
development.” 

In follow-up correspondence with the Wanderer 
via email, Robbins stated, “The board has supported 
the idea that individual solar systems which service a 
residential property would not be subject to site plan 
review especially since they would be classified as small 
scale systems...I believe the current law on solar requires 
that towns permit solar installations subject to reasonable 
regulations.” She also noted there was more work to be 
done on the draft and welcomed public input. 

Costello commented that she was “shocked” 
no one from the Planning Board had included her in 
discussions on the matter. Robbins noted that public 
notices listed it as an agenda item for months and was 
“surprised” that Town Hall didn’t know this was being 
developed. 

In the end, it was determined that a public 
hearing on the solar bylaw previously planned for March 
21 at 7:00 pm would go forward, providing another 
opportunity for the public to weigh in. It was also decided 
not to bring the bylaw to the May Spring Town Meeting. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning 
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The total cost of operating the Marion School 
District (a member of the ORR School District) was 
budgeted for $6,700,895 in FY22; that number is going up 
this year to $6,965,996, an increase of almost 4 percent. 
The $6,965,996 figure encapsulates all operational 
costs including those related to the Bristol County 
Agricultural High School assessment. Bristol Aggie is 
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funds, $92,000 IDEA Grant, $87,059 circuit breaker, 
$35,000 building use, $30,000 revolving funds, $21,000 
Title 1 Grant and $5,500 state grants. 

Sippican Elementary School’s assessment-based 
budget for FY23 is $6,488,440, up $158,369 from $6,330,071 
in FY22, a 2.5-percent increase. 

The changes that contributed to the increase to 
a $6,488,440 building-based budget for FY23 include 
proposed staffing changes that are somewhat but not 
altogether grant funded. While an interventionist and 
lunch aide will be grant funded, a formerly 0.6 (part-time) 
Special Education Early Ed Paraprofessional on full time 
and a 0.4 increase in a social worker will not be grant 
funded. 

From Nelson’s perspective, meeting the needs 
associated with those increases is the top priority. “We’re 
finally at a point where we’re moving forward in that 
direction,” he said, noting that the paraprofessional 
position is mandated but the social worker is not. 

Budget changes not related to personnel include: 
under Student Services a $27,000 increase for speech- 
therapy services, decreases of $30,000 (tuition-based 
programs) and $23,000 (contracted student-support 
services,) under Facilities a $30,000 decrease for utility 
costs and under Transportation a $22,000 increase for 
collaborative education transportation costs. 

Barber broke down the Bristol Aggie assessment, 
down $64,200 for FY23 based on a three-student reduction 
with increases of $4,700 for transportation costs and 
$5,400 in debt obligation. Based on October 1 enrollment, 
only one Marion student attends Bristol Aggie. 

Chapter 70 (state) aid is projected at $1,041,767 for 
FY23, an increase in excess of 19 percent over FY22. 

The superintendent's proposed FY23 assessment 
for Marion is $6,561,086, a 1.61-percent increase over the 
FY22 figure of $6,456,815. The committee unanimously 
voted to approve the budget. 

While noting the many twists and turns that 
bring the budget process to conclusion, Nelson thanked 
the committee and those who served on the budget 
subcommittee. He also had kind words for Marion 
Finance Committee Chairman Shay Assad, whom he said 
attended each and every meeting and was “thoughtful 
and respectful” and provided guidance through the 
process. 

Marion School Committee Chairperson April Nye 
thanked Sippican Elementary Principal Marla Sirois and 
members of the administration and the committee for 
making the budget understandable. 

In other business, Nelson thanked Assistant 
Superintendent of Teaching and Learning Jannell Pearson- 
Campbell for her leadership and work in helping the 
school district respond to the state’s Tiered Focused 
Monitoring Audit for English Language Learners. Marion 
was found to be in compliance. 

The committee voted to approve the READS 
Collaborative capital plan with a limit of $4,000,000. 
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The committee also voted to approve a donation 
of $1,679.74 for school picture funding from Lifetouch. 

Removal of COVID-19 precautions including 
masking were made to the Student Handbook, along with 
updates to the school counsel and school committee. 

In her Principal’s Report, Sirois said Sippican has 
started its Acceleration camp, which will continue into the 
middle of April. Committee member Nichole Daniel said 
her daughter is enjoying the program. Math classes are 
drawing 84 children and English Language 87. Sirois said 
that some are overlapping participants. 

Sirois also noted the one-book, one-school event 
during February to celebrate Black History Month, 
partnering with Tri Town Against Racism and the Marion 
Art Center via its virtual art show. 

Committee member Mary Beauregard 
reported on the January 25 meeting of the Anti-Racism 
Subcommittee, sharing how that each building has a 
cultural-proficiency team. She noted the Black History 
Month interactive calendar including activities. 

The Early Childhood Office is developing 
appropriate curriculum in literacy and creating an 
environment where students can openly ask questions. 

Beauregard also reported that the Anti-Racism 
Subcommittee has discussed a potential name change as it 
has evolved beyond anti-racism “to more of an inclusion 
of all - people who feel left out.” The Anti-Racism 
Subcommittee will meet again on March 24. 

The committee entered executive session to 
discuss collective bargaining and to comply with any law 
and only returned to adjourn the public meeting. 

The next meeting of the Marion School 
Committee is scheduled for Wednesday, April 13, at 6:30 


pm. 


Barber’s Budget Breakdown Welcomed by 


Committee 
ORR School Committee

The Old Rochester Regional School Committee 
applauded the work of Assistant Superintendent of 
Finance and Operations Howie Barber for making the 
FY23 school budget the most digestible one that the 
members had ever been asked to consume. 

In a PowerPoint presentation that lasted less 
than an hour, Barber went through several slides 
breaking down and establishing the building blocks of 
the budgeting process, much of which is predetermined 
by state law. The nuances that affect the ORR School 
District’s three member towns are more complicated, but 
Barber charted the course and took questions to clarify. 

At the conclusion of open comment, the public 
hearing was closed, and the FY23 school budget was then 
unanimously approved by the committee. 

“You did such an amazing job with slides to 
make them digestible for somebody who doesn’t deal 
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with numbers all day,” said committee member Margaret 
McSweeny. “In general, I just wanted to compliment you 
Howie for your work on this ... we are very lucky to have 
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you. 


The foundational aspects of the district’s 
philosophy are: a zero-based budget; cost-effective 
programming and staffing based on enrollment; 
administration and department-based goals; and a 
continued all-funds budget approach. 

In outlining the budget, Barber began his 
summary report by highlighting the building blocks 
that establish the total, anticipated, operations budget 
of $22,119,995, an increase of $945,357 over the FY22 
operating budget. Barber cautioned that this figure was 
not the subject of the committee’s vote at the conclusion of 
the public hearing, only a working figure. 

The assessment-based budget figure that the 
committee voted to approve is $20,845,272. That number 
was established by applying $1,274,723 in financial 
offsets to the operations budget of $22,119,995 resulting 
in a District budget of $20,424,272, then adding $421,000 
in capital stabilization for contracted repair to ORR’s 
outdoor track. 

Committee member Matt Monteiro noted that 
a 4.77 percent increase across all of the towns in current 
dollars essentially asks people to pay less and asked 
Barber for confirmation. Barber didn’t characterize the 
situation that way, but he clarified that this (budget) year 
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is capital assessment, as in ORR’s outdoor track. 
“Tt includes the track and the new guidance 
counselor. The track’s going to cost more if we don’t do it 
now. I just want to say how much I appreciate the fact that 
we’re not being asked to pay more,” said Monteiro. 
District union contracts comprise 56.54 percent of 
the budget. 
Besides personal-service financial impacts, 
ORR is looking at a $119,000 increase in department 
and organization costs including agreements on health 
benefits, $20,000 in general insurance, $10,000 in 
Plymouth County retirement and $40,000 in obligations 
towards unemployment and other benefits. 
The total funding offsets come from nine sources, 
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most prominently school choice at $580,000. The total 
offsets cover ORR’s 11 paraprofessionals and two-and- 
one-third of teaching staff. 

The assessment-based $20,845,272 budget figure 
represents a $949,306 increase over FY22. In addition to 
the $421,000 for the repair to the ORR track, alocations 
inside of the assessment budget figure include $703,418 
in regional debt and $617,000 in regional transportation 
costs. 

Determining district assessments is based on 
three- and five-year enrollment averages. In FY22, 
Mattapoisett has produced 36.9 percent of ORR District 
students, Rochester has had 32.85 percent and Marion 
29.67 percent. These figures are purely residential and do 
not include school-choice students. 

Enrollment in all three towns has consistently 
trended downward over the past five years. The 2017-18 
school year began with 1,139 ORR District students, and 
as of the start of the current academic year was down to 
988. 

Minus Chapter 70 (state aid) and additional 
revenue-based assessment reductions totaling $3,434,440 
and the minimum local contribution of $9,156,644, ORR’s 
proposed FY23 budget is $6,512,770 “above minimal local 
contribution.” 

The state-required minimal contribution is 
actually down by 1.725 percent from FY22, but Marion is 
up by 2 percent while Mattapoisett (minus 3.294 percent) 
and Rochester (minus 3.782 percent) are both down 
as determined by the state. Adding in the agreement 
($15,669,414 total,) the assessments are as follows: Marion 
at $5,034,815, Mattapoisett at $5,891,917 and Rochester at 
$4,742,682. 

After the vote, ORR School Committee 
Chairperson Heather Burke thanked Jim Muse, Monteiro 
and Jason Chisholm for their work on the budget 
subcommittee. 

The next meeting of the ORR School Committee is 
scheduled for Wednesday, March 23, at 6:30 pm, and the 
next meeting of the Joint School Committee is scheduled 
for Thursday, April 28, at 6:30 pm.

Old Rochester’s Colby Gross competed in the 
400 meters at New Balance Indoor Nationals on March 11 
at the Armory Track & Field Center in New York.

Tracy Named MASCAC Women’s Lacrosse 
Player of the Week 


Bridgewater State University senior attack 
Katherine Tracy has been selected as the Massachusetts 
State Collegiate Athletic Conference (MASCAC) Women’s 
Lacrosse Player of the Week. 

Tracy tallied six goals and four assists for 
ten points in a 1-1 week for the Bears. The Marion, 
Massachusetts product also added a pair of ground balls. 

Tracy scored four goals, including the game- 
winner in overtime, dished out an assist and recorded a 
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Eraserhead (1977). Starring Jack Nance and Charlotte Stewart. 
Directed by David Lynch. Running time: 89 minutes. No 
MPAA rating. Available on physical and streaming home 
media. 

David Lynch’s Eraserhead (celebrating the 45th 
anniversary of its first showing on March 19) announced the 
arrival of a quintessentially American surrealist, a guy who 
could cheerfully attend a neighbor’s backyard barbecue and 
then get profoundly upsetting ideas out of it. As Lynch became 
better known later on, and more people encountered his 
genuinely gee-whiz personality, Eraserhead became somewhat 
easier to read — though Lynch typically wasn’t any help when it 
came to unlocking the film’s thematic and imagistic mysteries. It 
was easy to assume that Lynch was merely a downtown hipster 
making fun of wholesome Americans; Roger Ebert based half 
his Blue Velvet pan on his interpretation of Lynch “prancing on 
with a top hat and cane, whistling that it was all in fun.” But 
Lynch is one of the great appreciators in movies; some of his 
villains may be mean-spirited, but he himself never is. 

So in Eraserhead, when Henry (Jack Nance) goes to see 
his estranged girlfriend Mary X (Charlotte Stewart) and wades 
into the most excruciatingly awkward family dinner since 
Tobe Hooper’s The Texas Chainsaw Massacre, the humor derives 
not from goofing on Mary’s oddball parents but from Henry’s 
blocked, terrified reactions to them. We imagine this is how 
Henry sees the parents — menacing, weird, broken in a variety 
of ways. The whole film can be seen as a man’s subjective, 
anxiety-ridden (and resentful) response to becoming an 
unwilling husband and father: Henry has been invited to the X 
household to be told that “there’s a baby — it’s at the hospital — 
and you're the father.” “They’re not even sure it is a baby,” sobs 
the constantly sobbing Mary, who “hasn’t been around much” 
because she’s presumably been busy carrying and delivering the 
not-even-sure-it-is-a-baby. 

From that viewpoint, Eraserhead has a clear narrative. 
The baby, grotesquely deformed and continually mewling in 
a ghastly parody of an infant crying, is brought home. Mary 
can't take it any more and leaves. Henry is tempted by a Dark 
Lady (the Beautiful Girl Across the Hall) and a Lady of Light 
(the Lady in the Radiator), just like Jeffrey Beaumont in Blue 
Velvet and, well, at least one character in almost every David 


Lynch project. Madonna/ whore (though in this chaotic universe, 


the whore seems literally to be a whore and the Madonna sports 
what appear to be facial tumors). Henry gets release from the 
whore but finds transcendence with the Madonna. In Lynch’s 
hands, these are archetypes, not sexist tropes. 

The baby, about whose behind-the-scenes genesis 
Lynch has remained silent, is the monster and the hero of the 
piece, to my mind. It is repulsive and demanding, but one’s 
heart goes out to it anyway. The baby, after all, is innocent and 
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never asked to be born into this stark nightmare world — nor 
did Henry or Mary. The film levels such a powerful disgust 
towards (yet fixation on) sperm, vaginas, and the slimy detritus 
of birth that any attempt to label it as pro-choice or anti-abortion 
will be doomed to failure. Lynch looks at the primordial ooze 

of the stuff of life and regards it with the queasy fascination we 
reserve for squirming things under rocks. 

As pure cinema, Eraserhead is in a world unto itself, 
writing and obeying its own oblique rules. Alan Splet’s 
needling, deep-bass, industrial-apocalyptic sound design is a 
major character. The Lady in the Radiator, a reported eleventh- 
hour addition by Lynch, looks like a wholesome sweetie out 
of a’20s silent comedy but stomps with obvious relish on a 
series of umbilical-looking creatures; she also croons the sort 
of wistful, simplistic ditty Lynch has become known for in his 
later collaborations with Angelo Badalamenti. “In Heaven,” she 
assures us, “everything is fine.” At other times, Henry sits in 
his bleak apartment and listens to Fats Waller on the turntable. 
Otherwise, the film seems to exist outside of culture. 

Eraserhead has been called everything from a horror 
movie to a jet-black comedy to (in Lynch’s words) “a dream of 
dark and troubling things.” It’s all and none of these. Really, 
all someone can do is to say, simply, “It’s Eraserhead,” and if 
you've seen it you know, and if you haven't seen it there’s no 
way you can know. It has its ancestors, and God knows it has 
its imitators, but its genius is that it builds a highly specific 
yet maddeningly elusive dreamscape in our heads, and it 
looks different to everyone. It is both dreamlike, in the lulling, 
mesmeric sense, and nightmarish, sometimes both at once. It 
feels like a fever dream sweated out over the course of five 
years. 

Visually, it’s a silent movie, with Jack Nance walking 
stiffly through industry-blasted landscapes like a silent 
comedian with no physical elegance; sonically, it’s a symphony 
of the damned rotting and rusting at the bottom of a frozen 
lake of muck. It remains Lynch at his purest and most devoted, 
blissfully unconcerned with anything outside the view of his 
camera or the range of Alan Splet’s microphone. Orson Welles 
famously likened moviemaking to the best set of toy trains a boy 
could have, but he never said the toy trains couldn’t be oxidized 
and decayed and rolling over pulsating sluglike things.

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From the Files of the 


Rochester Historical Society 
By Connie Eshbach 

In the early days of shoemaking in England, there 
was a distinct difference between a shoemaker, originally 
known as a cordwainer, and a cobbler. A cordwainer 
made shoes and used good quality, thick leather. Legally, 
a cobbler was only allowed to repair shoes and only had 
access to used or inferior leather. These rules crossed the 
Atlantic to America with the early colonists and continued 
into the 1700's. 

However, the tools used by both were very 
similar. Awls were used to punch holes into the leather 
to facilitate the sewing together of the upper and lower 
pieces of the shoe. Marking wheels marked where holes 
and needle should go. Hot burnishers rubbed soles and 
heels to a shine, while sole knives were used to shape the 
soles. There were also stretching pliers for stretching the 
leather uppers and size sticks. None of these tools took 
up a great deal of space. A cobbler might have a bench 
and tools in a room or a small shed. In some areas of New 
England, the sheds were referred to as 10x10’s. Pictured 
with this article is a 
lasting jack which is 
part of our museum 
display. The base is 
the jack and it raises 
and lowers to make 
it easier to work 
on the shoe last 
positioned on the 
top. The shoe last 
was used to mold 
the shoe’s shape. 

Early shoes and 
even those made 
™ into the 1850’s were 
not created as a left 
and a right. The 
straight sole would 
eventually mold 
to the shape of the 
wearer’s feet, making the breaking in of a pair of shoes an 
uncomfortable process. 

Up to the early 1900’s, women’s ankles were not 
to be shown in public, so they were hidden by long skirts 
or high button shoes or boots. These were fastened by 
a series of small buttons which necessitated the use of a 
button hook of which we have several at the museum. 

In the 1903 book of area businesses, there is 
no mention of shoemakers or cobblers, but we know 
from other sources that Nehemiah Sherman had a shop. 
Nehemiah was a Civil War veteran and upon returning 
home, he shared a house with his sister Susan, at 251 
New Bedford Road. He both farmed and worked as a 
shoemaker / cobbler. By now, the two terms had blended.
